dressed an open letter to Senator Hher- 
inan of Ohio iu reply to his recent 
speech at Colambaa.

At 
that time the word "gold" was used as 
a synonym for "speoie,'\as eaet of Ne- 
vada there was no gold and very little 
silver in circulation, and Senator Stew- 
art quotes largely from hia speech, to 
show that he was then advocating the 
coin standard of both gold and silver 
instead of advocating the single gold 
- standard, as stated by Senator Sher- 
man. 


Senator Stewart devotes much space 


to quotations from speeches and mes- 
oages to show that the demonetization 
of silver in the miat act of 1873 was se 
oretly accomplished, and Senator Sher- 
man is challenged to point to a single 
word spoken In debate up to March 4 
1875, when Senator Stewart's term ex 
plred, that related to the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. Senator Stewart says to 
Senator Shermun: 
"Yon knew what 


you were doing at the time; no other 
Senator has confessed that he did, 
and*charges that Senator Sherman lefi 
the Senate every time he (Stewart) 
apoke, to avoid" debate, in which he 
(Sherman) would be called upon to ex< 
plain. 
Senator Stewart uses the fol- 


' Rowing plain and direct language: 


"Instead of meeting me in the Sen- 


ate and debating the question in the 
customary way, you go a thousand 
miles away and reiterate yonr false- 
hoods. I have examined with care 
yonr various attempts to defend your- 
self against the charge that you demon- 
etizud silver. 
The only defense which 


you make is that you were not caught 
at it while the bill was pending, ami 
you lay all the blame upon me and 
other Senators for that wicked legisltv 
tion because we did not suspect that 
you were doing anything different from 
what you were pretending to do. If you 
have nuy other defense for demonetiz- 
ing silver when the silver dollar was 
worth three per cent more than the 
gold in the gold dollar, the public Un- 
doubtedly will be glad to hoar from 
you. 
So far as I am concerned, I know 


you have none."

For several years past the Republic- 


ans of Nevada have proclaimed in thoir 
platforms, in their newspapers and on 
the stump that they were for the restor- 
ation of silver) by making its coinage 
free at the mints ae it had been from 
1791 to 1873. They denounced the De- 
monetization Act of 1873 as a crime, 
and promised to repeal it at the first 
opportunity. As late as May, 1896, 
they met in State convention in Vir- 
ginia City and declared in their plat- 
form for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. Three of the delegates to 
St. Louis, believing that the people 
whom they represented were in favor 
of the restoration of silver, manfully 
withdrew from the National Convention 
when that convention declared against 
free coinage. They naturally believed 
that the men who declared for free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, on May 
10,1896, would adhere to that principle 
.in Jane, 1896, one month later. In this 
they ware partially mistaken, for while 
many Eepublicans said the party had 


, abandoned them, when it declared 


against silver, and proclaimed them- 
selves for Bryan, a larger number ac- 
quiesced In the decree without a mur- 
mur. Now the question is asked on 
every street corner, and wherever a' 
half dozen men congregate, why this 
sudden, unexpected and complete 
change in Bepublican principles ? Why 
are Republicans, who, three months 
ago, declared for the frea coinage of 
•liver at the ratio of 16 to 1, to-day ad- 
vocating the single gold standard?
